OTHER SUITS PENDING 
State Auditor Said $55,000 Was 
Due From Officials—Cases 


Caused Political Fight. 


The first decision in the celebrated &t. 
Louis County fee cases, in which it was 
charged that certain officers of the 
county had allowed themeelves an ag- 
gregate of $55,000 to which they were 
not entitled, was handed down by Cir- 
cuit Judge McElhinney at Ciayton this 
morning. By the desjsion, Presiding 
County Judge John Wiethaupt will have 
to repay to the county $3729.75, and Dis- 
trict Judge William Buermann will have 
to refund $745.72. 

The suits were based upon a report 
made by State Auditor Gordon last 
spring, after a long investigation by 
expert sccountantsa, in which he found 
that the officials of the County Court 
were indebted to the county in the 
amount of $55,000. Prosecuting Attorney 
Lashly filed suit against the present and 
former officials of the court to recover 
the money. It was charged that the 
County Court officiais had allowed 
themselves pay at the rate of % a day 
for what they termed committee days. 
Judge McElhinney held that they had 
no right to make these charges, but, 
from the bench, declared that he re- 
gretted to be compelled to make such 
a decision. 

Both Judges Were Re-BPlected. 

The defense of Judges Wiethaupt 
and Buermann, both of whom were 
re-elected in November, was that they 
merely allowed themselves pay for 
time actually employed in inspecting 
bridges, roads ana ether work done 
under the supervision of the County 
Court. 

The effort of Prosecuting Attorney 
Lashly to compel the County Court 
officials to make restitution resulted 
in a very bitter political fight, in 
which the county newspapers took 
active part. Judge McElhinney, in

CINCINNATI, Dec. 21.—The Duchess 
of Manchester, the only child of Hugene 
Zimmerman, millionaire railroad man, 
who died suddenly yesterday in a club, 
probably will ‘inherit his targe fortune, 
estimated at -$15,000,000. She is now tn 
London. The Duke is in India. 

Zimmerman was not any too pleased 
when his daughter, Helena, in 1900, an- 
nounced that’ she was to marry =the 
Duke of Manchester. He was said ‘o 
have paid $150,000 worth of the young 
Duke’s debts before the wedding. He 
was not any too proud of the match, 
but when the bridal couple returned io 
America after the ceremony, he met 
them at the pier, gave his blessing and 
took them in his private car t~ his Cin. 
cinnati home.

two years later it was said that Zim- 
merman settled $260,000 upon the baby,

PRISONER CAN BE TRIED 


OR RETURNED TO ASYLUM 


Decision Leaves Disposition of Indictment for 
Conspiracy to Escape From Matteawan 
Ub to State and Only Passes on 
Legality of Extradition.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Harry K. Thaw today lost his fight” 


in the Supreme Court of the United States against being extra- 
dited from the State of New Hampshire to the State of New York. 
In a brief decision by Justice Holmes; which was the unani- 
mous decision of the Court, it was held that the celebrated prisoner 
should be turned over to the New York authorities to answer an in- 
dietment charging conspiracy to obstruct justice in escaping from 
Matteawan Asylum for the Criminal Insane in August of last year. 
The charge was brought as a means of getting Thaw back inte 
the State of New York that he might be returned to Matteawan 
The decision reverses that of United States District Judge Aldrich 
ut Concord, N. H., who held that Thaw could not be extradited. 


Thaw may be allowed to remain in 
New Hampshire for 30 days unless his 
attorneys consent to his removal soon- 
er. This results from the fact that the 
mandate of the Supreme Court, carrying 
out its decision will not Be issued until 
%) days from today, unless the attor- 
neys for both sides join in requesting 
an earlier issue of the order. 

Crime Question Not Considered. 

Whether Thaw’s escape from the asy- 
lum while, as his counsel contended, he 
was insane, constituted a crime anc 
other questions the Court dismissed with 
the comment that they could not enter 
into a habeas corpus proceeding and 
that they were proper questions for the 
State of New York to decide. 

Actually the celebrated Thaw case— 
the killing of Stanford White—was not 
before the Supreme Court. Merely the

Justi¢e Holmes said the jnost serious 
argument for Thaw was that if he were 
insane when he contrived his escape, he 
could not be guilty of & crime: while, if 
he were not insane he was entitied to 
be discharged and that his confinement 
and other facts tn the record requested 
the Supreme Court to assume that he 
was insane. 

“But this is not Thaw’'s trial,’ com- 
mented the Justice upon the lines of 
argument.

Question for New York Courts. 

“The technical sufficiency of the 
indictment is not open. And, even if 
it be true that the argument stated 
offers a nice. question, it is a ques- 
tion as to the law of New York, 
which the New York courts must de- 
cide. 

“The statute that declares an ect 
done by a lunatic not a crime adds 
that a person is not excused from 
criminal Hability, except upon proof 
that at the time ‘he was laboring 
under such defect of reason: 1, Not 
to know the nature and quality of 
the act he was doing, or, 2, Not to 
know that the act was wrong.’ 

‘The inmates of lunatic asylums are 
largely governed, it has been remarked, 
by appeal to the same motives that gov- 
ern other men, and that it well might 
be that a man who was insane and dan- 


gerous, nevertheless, in many directions . 


understood the nature and quality of his 
acts as well, and was as open to be af- 
fected by the motives of the criminal 
law, as anybody else. 

“Flow far such considerations shall be 
taken Into account, it is for the New 
York courts to decide, as it is for a 
New York jury to determine whether at 
the moment on the conspiracy Thaw 
was insane in such sense ag they may 
be instructed would make the fact a de- 
fense. 

“When as here, the identity of the 
person, the fact that he is a fugitive 
from justice, the demand in due 
the indictment by a grand jury for 
what the Governor of New York al- 
leges to be a crime in that State and the 
reasonable possibility that it may be 
such, all appear, the constitutionally 
required surrender is not to be tnter- 
fered with by the summary process of 
habeas corpus upon speculations as to 
what ought to be the result of a trial 
in the place where the constitution pro- 
vides for tts taking place. 

"We regard it as too clear for lengthy 
discussion that Thaw should be deliv- 
ered up at once.”

FIGHER APPEAL PLANNED 


Attorney H. S. Priest Outlines 
Procedure of Getting Case 
to U. S. Supreme Court. 


Henry S, Priest, general counsel for 
the United Railways Co., outlined to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today the course 
cf procedvre by which he expects to 
take the $2,500,000 mill tax case, finally 
decided Saturday by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court in the city’s favor, back 
to the United States Supreme Court, 
where it has once before been passed on. 

Priest said, in this connection, that if 
the State Supreme Court’s decision were 
permitted to stand, the city might be 
unable to get the street railway exten- 
sions which have been recommended by 


engineers of the State Public Service 
Commission. 

"The commission can order the com- 
pany to make the extensions,’ he said, 
“but it cannot order anyone to 10an 
the money with which to make tle, 
and the company cannot make them un- 
less it can get the money.” 

To Be Taken to Highest Court. 

Judge Priest said that notwithstand- 
ing the decision of the Supreme Court 
he believed that the company eventua.y 
would win the case. He said he would 
ask the Supreme Court to grant a re- 
hearing, and that under the decision 
there were sufficient grounds for a re- 
hearing. He said he was prepared to 

,take the case to the Supreme Corut of 
the United States, if necessary. 

“I am convinced the State Supreme 
(‘ourt Inabored under a misapprehension 
of the facts,”’ he said, “and I am in- 
clined to believe of the law also. 

‘In the first place, the majority opin- 
ion held that the points involved already 
had been determined by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. The court 
was in error on this potnt. In the case 
which went to the Supreme Court of 
the wnited States, we did not make the 
eontention that the city did not have 
tue legal right to pass the mill tax or- 
dinance. 

Question of City’s Right Not Up. 
“In that case our fight was based on 
the contention that the United Railways 
Was exempt from the prwvisions cf the 
erdinance because of its contractural] 
relations with the city. The question of 
vontractural relations was passed on by 

_the Supreme Court of the United States, 
but the question of the legal right of the 


ve city to pass the ordinance was not con- 


sidered because it was not ‘n the case 
at that time. 

“That is a point which involves a 
constitutional question and which was, 
in the present case, decided Saturday 
On that we can go to the Federal Su- 
preme Court. 

“The Court held Saturday that there 
was no evidence that the mill tax was 
a 2 per cent tax on our revenue. The 
evidence showed that the tax was 1 
mill on each 5-cent fare, and certainly 
that of itself must be evidence that 1 
mill is 2 per cent of 5 cents. | 

“The Court took a little poke at coun- 
sel for the» United Railways on the 
ground that we had been responsible 
for delay in the case. We have not de- 
layed the case. The Supreme Court, it- 
self, has been a little tardy. This case 
was argued a year ago last October. 

Says He Urged Haste. 
“We did all we could to expedite the 
. Case before that time. When the mutter 
came back from the Supreme Court of 
the United States I asked the then City 
Counselor, Mr. Walther, to agree on a 
statement of the case that it might de 
quickly heard. He refused to do so, and 
began filing suits against the United 
Railways. I told him that if he persist- 
ed in filing a suit each quarter, I would 
insist on a jury to try each case. I 

afterward waived that, however. 

“Iam afraid that the United Railways 
did not receive the advantage of the oral 
arguments made to the Supreme Court 
by its counsel. The defendant in this 
case is entitled to the benefit of oral 
argument. Everybody knows that ua 
complicated case can be more clearly 
presented in a five-minute oral argu- 
ment than it can be in many pages of 
briefs. 


Fears Oral Plea Was Lost. 

“The Court took up this matter 12 
months after it was argued and, I am 
afraid, the Judges had forgotten the 
oral argument and considered tne case 
practically entirely on the briefs.” 
Judge Priest said that the United Rail. 
ways had no fund set aside to pay the 
mill tax. Its reports show that it has 
& reserve fund armounting to approxi- 
mately $2,250,000, though they do not dis- 
close the purpose of this reserve. From 
the fact that the company has been 
paying for Improvements out of: the cur- 
rent revenues and has not been devot- 
ing ite ¢arnings to dividends, it has 
been believec by city officials the re- 
serve was held.to meet the mill tax 
if the case wag decided against the 
company.

the proclamation of a British 
protectorate in Egypt. On the po- 
litical side this step deprives Turkey 
of a shadowy sovereignty over some 
12,000,000 of people and definitely 
closes the rule of the Osmann in 
Africa. 

Algeria in 1830, Tunis in 1881, Tripoli 
in 1911, and now Egypt in 1914, these 
are the guideposts in Ottoman ruin 
in Africa. Morocco, never a Turkish 
province, by the proclamation of the 
French protectorate in 1912, becomes 
a Christian uependency. 

Thus the last fraction of an inde- 
pendent Islam in Africa vanished. 
But it is the religious rather than 
the political aspect of the Egyptian 
annexation which is now most inter- 
esting. Whatever be the outcome in 
Europe of the present conflict, and it 
is difficult to see any prospect of 
profit of Turkey's allies, the  re- 
organization and the reconstruction 
of the Mohammedan world, with the 
elimination of the Sultan of Turkey 
from his position of religious pri- 
macy, seem assured. Only the 
most optimistic of German sympa- 
thizers can believe that Turkey will 
succeed in penetrating into Egypt 
and reconquering Cairo. 

To prevent this, Italy with her 
Tripolitan interests would inevitably 
be drawn into the conflict. What is 
more likely, is in fact probable, is 
that the Turkish empire in Europe 
and in Asia Minor will suffer still 
greater losses. 

Constantinople may not fall direct- 
ly to the Czar, but it is a safe guess 
that neither Russia, France, Great 
Britain nor Italy will now consent to 
further residence of the Sultans on 
the Golden Horn. Bulgaria, by stay- 
ing neutral, may hope to regain her 
Tracian conquests of 19138. Constan- 
tinople may be transformed into a 
free city, under international control. 

Armenia will fall to Russia. The 
Osmani will move his capital to 
Asia Minor, perhaps to Brusa, from 
which he began his long European 
venture, 

But it is in the South that the im- 
portant change for Islam may be 
expected. In the closing year of 
his reign, Abdul Hamid constructed 
a railroad line south through Syria 
toward Mecca, a railroad designed 
to provide revenue from pilgrims, 
but most important as insuring the 
hold of the Sultan upon Mecca and 
Medina, constantly imperiled by 


Arabian revolts and incursions. 
For many centuries French inter- 


ests in Syria have been predomi- 
nant from the days of the crusades. 
French tradition has lingered in the 
Holy Land. The population of Syria 
has long been restless under. Turk- 
ish rule and the disasters of re- 
cent wars have served to contribute 
to the discount. If the allies should 
win the present war nothing is more 
likely than that Syria will become 
either an independent state guaran- 
teed by all the Mediterranean states, 
or a French protectorate. 


In either case the Ottoman will be 
cut off from the Holy City. The 
Arabs will return to political control 
in the cities of the prophet and the 
Ottoman empire, restricted to Ana- 
tolia, will cease to have any terri- 
torial connection with the province, 
which is, in fact, the center of the 
world of Islam. 

The millions of Mohammedans in 
India have already repudiated the 
Sultan’s appeal to join in a holy war 
against the British and the French 
but not against the Italians or the 
Germans. 

In Tunis and Algeria, France has 
similarly held the loyalty of her 
Mohammedan population. In Persia 
and Morocco the Sultan has never 
been recognized as the spiritual head 
of Islam. 

Once the war is over, what is more 
certain than that Turkey, reduced to 
the level of a small Asiatic state, 


of the Sultan and the possession of 
Constantinople gone, will lose her 
ascendancy in the Islamic world. The 
title of the Osmanli to the Caliphate 
rests upon the shadowy claims of 
a transfer in the sixteenth century. 
Under the Osmanli the prestige and 
glory of the Caliphate has steadily 
declined. The contempt of the Arab 
for the Turk is supreme. 


England, France, Russia, Italy, 
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each with millions of Mohammedan 
subjects, will not readily consent to 
a perpetuation of the spiritual su- 
premacy of a Sultan, become a Ger- 
man tool, over a vast population. 

All their influence will be thrown 
with the more educated and enlight- 
ened of their Mohammedan subjects 
to break the Osmanli supremacy and 
rescue Islam from Turko-German 
control 

Politically, Islam has long been on 
the decline; 
fortunes of the Turk in Europe, 
Africa. 

In Asia it has yielded to British in- 
fluence. But on the religious side, it 
has continued to develop, to send its 
missionaries into Africa, to conquer 
Thebis and territories in which the 
Christian missionaries have been 
steadily vanquished. 

The possibility of a Mohammedan 
reformation, of a reconstruction and 
revitalization of Islam, has long been 
the subject of learned discussion in 
all European journals. 

The first step in such a reforma- 
tion has been recognized to be the 
elimination of the Osmanli. The 
Young Turkish movement of 1908, 
with its Western veneer of atheism 
was as fatal to Turkish influence in 
the Islamic world as were the defcat 
of Lule Burges and Kumanovo. 

Today a British army is in the 
Valley of the Euphrates coming 
north, a Russian army coming south. 
Bagdad, Damascus, the Province of 
Syria, Mecca and Medina, these are 
almost certain to be lost as the mil-— 
itary operations from Suez, from 
Busra and from Kars proceed. 

No Christian army will venture to 
assail Mecca or Medina, but the 
smallest eastward march of British 
forces in Egypt will cut the life line 
of the Osmanli in the Mohammedan 
world. 

This line cut, the Arabs of the 
Yemen will unquestionably recon- 
quer Mecca and Medina. 


Religion Net to Decline. 

It seems to be idle to attempt to 
forecast the course of the changes in 
the Mohammedan world that are 
now believed to come. Certainly 
there is not the slightest reason to 
suppose that the religion of the 
prophet will decline. 

Nowhere in states long held by 
Christian nations is there the slight- 
est indication of such a _ process. 
What seems certain is that the su- 
premacy of the Sultan of Turkey is, 
after four centuries and a half, about 
to come to an end. Whether he will 
be replaced by an Arab, whether 
Mecca will supersede Constantinople 
as the religious capital of Islam, 
these are mere conjectures. At a 
time when attention is fixed so close- 
ly upon the struggle on the battle- 
field of Europe, it ig worth nothing 
that, far removed from these fields, 
there is beginning one of the most 
momentous of revolutions in the 
states and nations, in which dwell 
the 300,000,000 who still recognize Mo- 
hammed as the Prophet and Allah 
as the Supreme Being. 

Besides this revoiution, changes in 
European frontiers and dynasties 
may well prove insignificant in hu- 
man history. 
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With Troops Christmas 


LONDON, Dec, 21. 
HE departure of Emperor Wil- 
liam for the front, announced 
yesterday, is said by the Ex- 
change Telegraph Co.'s correspond- 
ent at Amsterdam to have been de- 
cided on against the advice of the 
Emperor's physician, who strongly 
opposed his making the trip at 
this time. The military chiefs, 
however, insisted, the vorrespond- 
ent adds, that the Emperor spend 
Christmas with his troops, and he 
decided to do so. 


KARLSRUHE, via Berlin to Lon- 
don, Dec. 21.—Grand Duchess Louise 
of Baden has received the follow- 
ing telegram from Emperor Wll- 
liam:

STREET TRAFFIC IMPEDED 


Wire Communications Inter- 
rupted in Some Quarters; Wide 
Area Held in Frigid Grip. 


The ice coating left on streets and 
sidewalks by yesterday’s sleet storm 
caused traffic difficulties today, and 
occasioned injury to a number of per- 
eons. 

Street cars on many lines were stalled. 


In some cases this was due to accumula- 
tion of ice on the trolley wires, but in 
most instances the delays were caused 
by horses falling in the street car 
tracks. Skidding automobiles and trucks 
also blocked traffic at some points. 

The storm which began shortly before 
noon Sunday was attended by some un- 
usually quick changes in temperature. 


Temperature Varies Greatly. 
The light snowfall was accompanied 


by a rapid drop in temperature which, 
after about an hour turned the snow 
into sleet. Then came the sudden rise 
in temperature which turned the sleet 
into rain. The second drop in tempera- 
ture caused the rain to freeze, putting 
a coating of ice on all outdoors. 

The sleet interfered with long dis- 
tance telephone communmication between 
St. Louis and Belleville and several 
other toll lines from St. Louis to points 
in Illinois also were out of service. 

The Western Union and Postal Tele- 
graph companies reported some inter- 
ference with wire traffic from Eastern 
points, but said the sleet caused less 
trouble than had been anticipated. 

One effect of the slippery streets was 
to reduce the number, of automoiles 
usually on the streets in the morning. 
The condition of the streets was a sure 
preventive against speeding, and the mo- 
tor cycle policemen had little to do. 

A not uncommon experience of auto- 
snobilists when the storm ww at its 
height yesterday was to find that their 
._ frachines were frozen to the ground. 
Those which were left standing out in 
the rain were held as in a trap when 
the water in the streets was turned into 
ice. In some cases the machines had 
to be chopped out of the -ice. 

In some cases wagons slid into zgut- 
ters and were overturned. At Delmar 
avenue and the Wabash tracks, a big 
covered moving van slid into the curb 
with great force and would have cap- 
sized, but for a telegraph pole. which 
it struck in over. It remained 
leaning agains 4 a. at an angle 
otf &. the horses wrtned 
le to etal it away.

nau and one after another their guns 
became silent as their crews were’ killed 
at their stationa But there was. no 
hint of. surrender. With the last of 
their guns stfll blazing defiance, first 
one, then the other of the two Zallant 
cruisers keeled slowly over and went 
down. Admiral von Spee’s Admiral flag 
at the main truck of the Scharnhorst, 
was the last seen of the cruiser. 


Glasgow Finitshés Leipzic. 
Meanwhile the Glasgow, whiah was 


fighting her second and more success- 


ful battle with the German squadron, 
had overtaken the Leipzig and was in 
process of settling an account that had 
been due since the fight of Nov. 1 off 
Coronel, Chile. The fight was not by 
any means so unequal as that between 
the larger ships. It was on the Glas- 
gow that most of the British casualties 
of the nine killed and four wounded 
occurred. The six-inch guns of the Glas- 
gow, however, counted for more than 
the four-inch of the Leipzig and at the 
end of a two-hour action the German 
Ship, on fire and sinking; hauled down 
her colors and hoisted the white flag. 

The Glasgow promptly ceased firing, 
and, running close to the Sinking Ger- 
man ship, loweredher boats to save the 
remnants of her crew. But as the 
first British boats started across the 
water on their errand of mercy, accord- 
ing to the British account, another gun 
blazed forth from the Leipzig’s side, 
and a shell- exploded on the ~—*. ~ 
decks. 

The Glasgow's guns were manned once 
more in @ minute, and another broéd- 
side poured into the sinking German, 
hastening her plunge to destruction. 
The British officers, however, expressed 
regret at this outcome of the heat of 
battle as they Senerally are inclined to 
believe that the shell fired from the

[Reed Expected to Win Fight 
Against Recess Nomination 
for Missouri U. S. Marshal. 


President’s Struggle With Upper 
House Over Patronage Like 
That of Cleveland. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Contrary to 
expectation, today, when the nomina- 
tion of Ewing C. Bland of ‘Kansas City 
to be Marshal for the Western District 
of Missouri came up in the Senate, the 
matter was laid over. 
pointed to a rejection of Bland’s namz 
on a motion by Senator Reed, and the 
recording of another chapter in the sit- 
uation which has arisen in the relations 
between President Wilson and the Dem.- 
ocratic membership of ‘the upper house.

Stephen Le Page, State Senator-elect, 
when awakened by fire in his general 
store under his apartments, at 8380 
State street, Edgemont, in East St. 
Louis, at 2:30 o’clock this morning, low- 
ered his wife and 12-year-old daughter,

The East St. Louis department at- 
tempted to run an automobile fire truck 
to the fire but at Thirty-eighth and 
State streets it skidded and turned 
around and could not be headed again 
toward the fire. Firemen then went out 
on special street cars provided by the 
East St. Louis & Suburban Electric 
Railway Co.

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Next to the question of what success in the mill 
‘ax case means to St. Louis in defining taxation 
powers and providing new revenue for making a 
better city, the most important question arising 
under the decision is whether it ends all possi- 
bility of further delay. 

To apply to the Missouri Supreme Court for a 
rehearing will be only to follow the routine in 
cases of this magnitude. The reorganization of 
the bench at the beginning of the new year may 
seem to give this more than usual promise. If, 
however, a rehearing motion is as fruitless as 
such motions generally are, the United Railways 
ought to pay within a few weeks the huge sum 
in arrears. 

But it is said that the company still has other 
cards up its sleeve. It can, so it is asserted, have 
the issue again reviewed by the Federal courts. 

The mill tax ordinance became operative Jan. 
1, 1904. The litigation over it has continued a few 
weeks more than 10 years. 

Two different appeals were made to the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court. On each the Justices 
of that Court held that no Federal right was in- 
fringed. 

They also laid down a definition telling what 
kind of a tax the mill tax is. The Justices of the 
Missourl Supreme Court found this definition 
helpful in reaching the decision announced Satur- 
day, that no right guaranteed by the State Con- 
stitution was infringed, 

If doubt longer exists about the legality of this 
tax, then doubt must exist about whether the Con- 
stitution follows the flag. Doubt must exist as to 
whether the Northern Securities Co. had a lawful 
form of organization. The status of the Oil Trust 
and the Tobacco Trust and their practices must 
still be involved in uncertainty. 

If, after judgment has been pronounced once by 
the court of last resort in the State jurisdiction 
and twice by the court of last resort in the Fed- 
eral jurisdiction, the interpretation can be fur- 
ther disputed, we must amend our understanding 
as to what constitutes a court of last resort. 
Judge Walker argued powerfully from the prin- 
ciple of res adjudicata. What can be regarded as 
res adjudicata, if this case is not? 

The attorneys at gpnve outlawed Oil Trust, To- 
bacco Trust and other trusts were too complacent 
and yielding. They should have been sacked and 
the United Railways’ able counsel employed to 
keep up a perpetual fight in equity. 

With such patience as is left after patience was 
long ago exhausted, the people will watch the fur- 
ther proceedings in this ¢ase. The record is al- 
ready monstrous. Attempts to trifle longer with 
justice should be dealt with in such a way as to 
make it a cause as celebrated for the penalties it 
drew from an affronted judiciary as it has been 
heretofore as an extreme instance of vexatious 


litigation. 
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SENATE OONFIRMATION FIGHT. 

Patronage fights are tiresome and waste time 
and effort that ought to be devoted to beneficial 
legislation.

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A LONDON OPINION. 
The London Daily Mail begins a leader with 
the following paragraph: 

The forecast of a high French authority — 
which we publish today should serve to re- 
move any remaining illusiong in this country 
as to the duration of the war. For obvious 
‘reasons the name of the distinguished French 
officer must be suppressed, but the public 
can be assured that he is in position to es- 
timate the probabilities. He does not expect 
to see the Germans driven back across the 
Rhine until February, 1916, or the conclusion 
of peace before 1917. 

Equally significant is the fact, reported to the 
Washington Government by protesting Germans, 
that American arms and ammunition factories 
have contracted their entire output to British and 
French buyers for a period of two and one-half 
years. 

The probability, therefore, as those engaged see 
it, being for a long war, why shouldn’t American 
business men accept it, cease waiting for peace 
and get back to “business as usual” as quickly as 
possible? 

This country is going to make crops ar usual: 
its people are going to wear clothes, build and 
occupy houses, buy and sell and go about their 
usual occupations, in full volume, just as soon as 
they make up their minds to it.

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WOMAN'S VISION OF PBACE. 

Three delegates from the Woman's Political 
Union have gone from New York to Washington 
to lay before Secretary Bryan “a constructive 
plan to prevent war.” Their plan is to “have 
the women of America call upon the women of all 
the neutral nations to meet immediately and lay 
the foundation of an international commission, 
or a world government, with an international 
court and an international police force to enforce 
its decrees.” 

The women can réadily justify their interven- 
tion upon two grounds: 

First: They pay the heaviest of war’s costs. 

Second: Men, controlling Governments, have 
shown themselves incapable, or unwilling, to keep 
the peace. 

As for their plan, it has been often indorsed 
by the world’s best minds. It is the inevitable 
next step in the socialization of mankind. It is 
a step which may not soon be taken, but it will 
be taken the earlier if the women of the world 
concertedly demand it. 

International wars are relics of savagery. They 
must go out as individual wars (duels) and clan 
wars (feuds) have gone, under the pressure of 
adverse public opinion. 
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TAXES ON VOLUME OF BUSINESS. 

In his minority opinion, Justice Graves declared 
that the mill tax on street car traffic is overplus- 
sage added to a general property tax and special 
taxes reaching a large amount, and this is double 
taxation, ‘‘an abomination” in the eyes of the law. 
“If such a scheme as the one in question were 
perpetrated on the individual citizen of this 
State,” he says, “public clamor and yellow joyr- 
nalism would sweep sober thoughts from the pub- 
lic mind.” 

‘But the individual citizen engaged in ordinary 
competitive business in St. Louis already has to 
pay not only a heavy tax on the value of his fix- 
tures, stock-in-trade and all other property em- 
ployed in his business, but a percentage on the 
gross volume of the business transacted. 

Wherein does this volume of business tax col- 
lected for years differ from the tax of 1 mill per 
passenger imposed on the traction company? No 
public clamor has been raised by .this tax. No 
individual citizen has evaded its payment by a 
contest lasting for years in State and Federal 
courts.

There 
is not the slightest question that that great coun- 
try, under the political independence which de- 
velops national self-reliance and resourcefulness, 
would have a far greater future than under an 
anomalous status which ties it to London, causes 
it to look for initiative to a capital thousands of 
miles away and involves it, as it is at present, in 
Huropean complications in which it has no con- 
cern, 

To the ideal of a free and independent South 
Africa this leader of men was prepared to add to 
the tremendous sacrifices he made 10 years ago. 
The crown of martyrdom was all that was needed 
to make him South Africa’s great hero, greater 
than Kruger, greater than Joubert, greater than 
Botha. We cannot doubt that the time will come 
when his ideal of a free and independent republic 
will prevail with his countrymen, and when the 
or-portune time comes his name will be the inspira- 
tion of the patriotic movement. 

In the meantime he can accept whatever fate 
is in store for him with resignation and the con- 
sciousness that history has reserved for him a 
higher place than George V will ever occupy.
